his attorney advised him not to talk 
about the case. 
Deery, whose con­ 
fession implicated Martin, was taken 
before the Marion county grand jury 
yesterday, where 
he 
repeated his 
confession. 
It 
is 
understood that 
facts involving a third party to the 
robbery were brought out. 
Because they took part of their 
plunder to 
Indianapolis Deery and 
Martin will be tried in Marion countv 
en the charge of grand larceny, in­ 
stead of for embezzlement in Han­ 
cock county. 
This is to be done under the belief 
the state has a 
better 
chance for 
conviction in this 
county 
than in 
Hancock county, where Martin 
has 
been arrested before without convic­ 
tion. 
The 
two 
youthful 
yeggmen 
were bound up to the grand jury 
Tuesday, under $5000 bond 
each, 
which neither could furnish. 
Henry J. 
Martin 
of Greenfield, 
father of Cordia, came Tuesday with 
an attorney. 
Henry N. Spaan ac­ 
cepted the defense of Deery. 
The effort of Martin will be made 
to disprove Deery’??* confession im-' 
p fica ting him. on the grounds that 
Deerv is an epileptic and not re­ 
sponsible for his actions or words. 
Martin is determined to fight the 
case against him, and will admit no 
connection with Deery’s movements. 
Tn addition to being an expert elec­ 
trical worker and 
inventor he is 
charged by the police with being a 
clever safe opener. 
He has display­ 
ed ability in educating himself, hav­ 
ing completed a three years’ course 
in a correspondence school in one- 
fourth that time. 
The police, in following the direc­ 
tion of Deerv and digging under the 
corner of a vacant house in Irvington 
Monday, found a heavy 
bank sack 
containing 3,000 
pennies. 
Of his 
share of the plunder Deerv has $9 
left.

COULD HAVE SEEN LOCAL MEN 


If J. N. Parsons, the agent for the 


Cincinnati land and realty company, 
who gave away lots near a Georgia 
town, free of charge, to several local 


men, merely for the paying for the 
abstract and deed, was here Satur­ 
day night, as it has been asserted, 
he did not take the Trouble to look 
up the recipients of his gifts, as he 
had promised. 
A man, whom, it is 
said, resembled 
Parsons, who was 
here last month, very much, ate sup­ 
per and remained all night at the 
Windsor hotel Saturday. 
He regis­ 
tered in a strange handwriting which 
is taken to mean C. F. Parsons, while 
he gave his initials as J. N., when 
here. 


The alleged Mr. Parsons arrived 
here early in the evening, at supper, 
but did not register until ten o’clock. 
He left early the next morning with­ 
out calling on any of the men who 
drew a free lot and paid $8.75 for 
the privilege. 
If he had wished to 
see any of them, since it has been 
said that he could not find any of 
them, he could' at least have walked 
about fifty feet and called on J. A. 
Craig, the 
grocer, whose 
store is 
near the hotel and who accepted one 
of Mr. Parsons’ lots.

A sudden turning of the tem­ 
perature, had it continued on the ter*- 
der blades, would have stunted them 
to an extent, perhaps, from which 
they would never have recovered. 
The coverlet of snow, which came 
just when it was most needed will 
offset the effects of falling tempera­ 
ture to a very great extent, and ex­ 
perienced farmers 
look 
upon the 
present fall of “the beautiful’” as a 
long step toward a full crop next 
summer.

WEB Slog IS SPENT HERE 


M E L T FOR CDM COM 


Rushville is to hear Connersville’^ 
troubles aired in the Rush circuit 
court, since the famous water works 
controversy has been 
sent to this 
court on a change of venue from the 
Fayette circuit court. As a step in 
the proceedings, Judge Alonzo Blair 
has granted a restraining order to 
the Hydraulic Company, the plaintiff 
in the suit, enjoining the city tem­ 
porarily from moving any of the m a­ 
chinery from the old 
water works 
plant. 
The case will come up here 
for trial February seventh. 


Yesterday Connersville workmen, 
in charge of the city engineer, went 
to the water works’ building and be­ 
gan loosening and disconnecting one 
of the big McGowan pumps, prepar­ 
atory to taking it over to the new 
water works building which the city 
will operate and control. 
They man­ 
aged to put one of them out of com­ 
mission so that Connersville i&ould 
be helpless, should the only other 
pump remaining be disabled. 
In ease of fire, if the second pump 
should breiak, 
even 
though it can 
pump enough 
water, 
Connersville 
would have no method of obtaining 
water to fight a blaze. 
It is said 
that, should a fire break out, the Hy­ 
draulic company would be liable for 
damages, for the amount of the loss 
as they are under contract to fu r­ 
nish water to the city, 


Tt is upon the ownership of the two 
pumps that the suit, filed by the Hy­ 
draulic company against Connersville 
hinges. 
When the 
complaint was 
filed, the plaintiff asked for a tem­ 
porary restraining order, but it seems 
that the plaintiff did not give the nee 
essary bond and the order did no*: 
become effective. 
When E. D. John­ 
son, who is in reality the Hydraulic 
company, learned that an 
attempt 
was being made to move the primps. 
he communicated with Judge Blair in 
Shelbyville and the restraining order 
was granted. 
It was served on the 
Connersville city authorities yester­ 
day and they were compelled to leave 
the pumps alone.

Dispatch Says J. M. Stevens Leaves 


Firm he Was Never In. 


Rushville People Spent That Amount 


Five Cents a ‘ Throw,” Over Soda 


Fountain “ Bar’’ in 52 Weeks. 


HOW ABOUT OTHER 
DRINKS? 


Do you drink coca cola? 
Since you have added a dissenting 
voice it is to be supposed that none 
of the forty-eight 
hundred dollars 
spent in Rushville last year by coca 
cola drinkers, came from your pock­ 
et. 
It is a fact, nevertheless, tljat 
approximately $4,800 was disposed 
of here, generally five cents at a 
time, for that one drink alone from 
January first, 1909, to January first, 
1911. 
To the ordinary person, those fig­ 
ures seem astounding, that that much 


money should go over the bar at the 
soda fountains in Rushville for that 
one popular drink alone. Practically 
seven hundred and fifty gallons of 
coca cola were 
sold to 
Rushville 
merchants last year. 
Each gallon 
contains one hundred and 
twenty- 
eight ounces. 
Soda “flingers” gener­ 
ally put one ounce in each five cent 
drink, which means 96,000 “cokes” 
were drunk here in a 
year. 
That 
does not include the coca cola that is 
bottled by the company in Indiana­ 
polis and shipped here in cases. 
If 
that amount is added, it is very likelv 
that the total would run over $5,000. 


When it is taken into consideration 
that Rushville spends over $5,000 for 
coca cola alone, it is easy to under­ 
stand that over $25,000 is spent an­ 
nually for other soft drinks, includ- 
ing phosphates, soda 
waders, 
and 
numerous other drinks. 


There is evidently a mistake in a 
dispatch from Sou til Bend to the In­ 
dianapolis News, stating that John 
M. Stevens of this city has sold his 
interest in the law firm of 
Stevens, 
Titsworth and 
Green to 
James E. 
Watson and will embark in the life 
insurance business there. Local peo­ 
ple know that such a law firm never 
existed and that James E. Watson has 
for many years been identified' with 
John A. Titsworth and 
Thomas M. 
Green in the law business. 
The dis­ 
patch states that Mr. Stevens will 
become district manager of the Meri- 
dan Life Insurance Company in that 
citv. 


The city council met last night in 
regular session. 
The 
usual claims 
were allowed and the reports of the 
various city officials for 
the year 
1910 were given. 
A. T. Mahin, sup­ 
erintendent of the water 
and light 
plant, gave a lengthy report which 
included an invoice of the city plant. 
The city clerk and treasurer’s re­ 
port showed the total disbursements 
for the year to be $74,013.62; 
the 
total receipts, $88,246.13, leaving a 
balance of $14,232.51. 
The total net 
receipts were $57,801.99. 
The total disbursements for the 
city water and light plant was $43,- 
704.25, which included salaries, fuel, 
supplies and miscellaneous expendi­ 
tures. 
The report showed a net bal­ 
ance of $32,721.10 or a total amount 
of receipts for the year, $56,885.75. 
Mr. Mahin in his report showed the 
total net earnings of the plant to be 
$7815.16. 
The total 
receipts 
were 
$38,878.75 and disbursements, $31,- 
063.60. 
The plant was shown to be 
making money by Mr. Mahin’s re 
port. 
In his figures he only took in 
consideration the actual cost of op­ 
eration and maintenance 
and 
the 
$25,000 bonded indebtedness of the 
city is not taken into consideration 
as was done in the reports of the 
clerk and city treasurer. 
Some very 
interesting figures were given by Mr. 
Mahin in his invoice 
of 
the 
city 
plant. 
This included fixtures of all 
kinds such as pipe, poles, wire and 
supplies on hand. 
Tha^total value 
was placed at $126,000. 
Alvan Moor, ex-county treasurer, 
through his attorney John Titsworth, 
presented a claim 
of 
$1200 to the 
council. 
Mr. Moor claims that this 
amount is due him for collecting the 
city taxes while lie was county treas­ 
urer. He collected three installments 
of taxes, the fiist in the fall of 1909, 
for which he asks $400 and for the 
two in 1910, $800 making a total of 
$1200, 
The law requires that the 
county 
treasurer 
collect 
the 
city 
taxes and since Mr. Moor has done 
so he believes he is entitled to the 
money. 
The claim was referred to 
the finance committee and they will 
report at the next meeting.

Th e p arallax of a star Is its angu lar 
disp lacement as seen from two op ­ 
p osite p oints on th e earth ’s orbit. Th e 
base line emp loy ed in th is gigantic sp e­ 
cies of su rv ey ing is 18 0,000,000 miles 
in length , bu t th e calcu lation is re­ 
du ced to th e semidiameter of th e orbit. 
Th e resu lts are at th e same time amaz­ 
ing and instru ctiv e. 
Let u s take th e famou s star Arc- 
tu ru s, often called th e “star of Job’’ 
becau se in th e Old Testament th e 
Almigh ty is rep resented as say ing to 
th e u nfortu nate p atriarch , wh o main­ 
tains a certain dignity in sp ite of h is 
h elp lessness and h is su fferings, “Canst 
th ou call forth Arctu ru s and h is sons?” 
Many ' conflicting measu res of th e 
p arallax of Arctu ru s h av e been made, 
bu t th e latest made at Yale seem more 
p robably correct th an th eir p redeces­ 
sors. 
Th ey fix th e p arallax at O.OGG 
seconds—i. e., six ty -six one-th ou sandth 
of a second of arc. 
From th is it is 
easy to calcu late th e distance of th e 
star. 
It cornea out at nearly 290,000,- 
000,000,000 miles (two h u ndred and 
ninety trillion miles). 
Th is is more 
th an 3,000,000 times th e distance of 
th e earth from th e sun. 
Hav ing th is distance, we can calcu ­ 
late th e actu al amou nt of ligh t sh ed by 
Arctu ru s, or, in oth er words, its ac­ 
tu al brigh tness as comp ared with th at 
of ou r sun, on th e su p p osition th at 
both were at th e same distance from 
us. 
We th u s find th at Arctu ru s ex ­ 
ceeds th e su n as a ligh t giv er abou t 
2,500 times! 
It is a sun 2,500 times 
brigh ter th an ours. 
Pu t th e earth as near to Arctu ru s 
as it is to th e su n and all life would 
disap p ear from its su rface as if swep t 
off by a blast of inconceiv able h eat. 
Th e su mmer temp eratu re would rise 
to tens of th ou sands of degrees. Th e 
oceans would boil away . 
Vegetation 
would be bu rned up in a twinkling. 
Th e ey es of liv ing beings would ch ar 
in th eir sockets. 
Th e p lains and 
mou ntains would bu rst into flame. 
Minerals would ru n in molten streams. 
Th ere would be no comfort for a liv ­ 
ing world nearer to Arctu ru s th an 
abou t 4.000,000*000 miles. 
If h e h as 
p lanets h e mu st keep th em at a re­ 
sp ectfu l 
distance. 
And 
y et nearly 
300.000.000.000,000 miles from h im we 
can look Into h is blazing ey e and see 
only a brigh t star. 
Still, 
Dr. Alfred Ru ssel Wallace 
maintains th at th is little earth , th is 
tiny attendant of a tiny su n, is th e 
only seat of intelligent life—ou tside of 
th e misty midregion of disembodied 
sp irits—th at 
th e 
u niv erse 
contains, 
and Dr. Wallace is a learned man. Bu t 
h is learning is not th at wh ich astron­ 
omy offers.—Garrett P. Serv iss in New 
York American.

Save the banks of your ravines, 
creeks and rivers 
by 
encouraging 
grass, shrubs and trees to grow them. 
Where you find the banks of a stream 
perpendicular you will usually find a 
tree on its top which protects it un­ 
til the support beneath is 
washed 
away, when it tumbles to a watery 
grave. 
This reminds us 
that 
our 
streams are ever increasing in width, 
and many of us can recall when the 
fence stood a rod closer to the cen­ 
ter of the stream.--' 
The same may be said of the banks 
of deep cuts along 
¡highways 
and 
railroads. 
If there is a b^ue grass 
sod on top the bank it will be per­ 
pendicular for six to twelve inches, 
and the under roots form a miniature 
ledge, which is sufficient to show the 
value of blue grass as a soil binder. 
If it is no4 desirable to plant shrubs 
and trees on the roadside banks, sow 
the slopes with blue grass seed, anc 
scatter corn stalks on it, which may 
be prevented from washing away by 
weighing them down with pieces of 
old rails, brush, etc. When the blue 
grass is well se» t the wash will be 
topped. 
The baYiks pf creeks 
and 
rivers 
may be best protected by placing 
Willows at the 
base. 
At 
the 
top 
White Ash, Black Walnut, Oaks and 
Hickories may be planted, choosing 
the species best adapted to the soil 
conditions. 
If the bank is low and 
flat Sycamore and Elm may be set 
back of the Willows. 
If conditions 
will warrant trees of a higher com­ 
mercial value than Elm and Syca­ 
more should be planted. 
The slope 
of the banks should be sown with 
blue grass, and if there is too much 
shade for blue grass, they should be 
planted with vines and shrubs that 
will endure shade such as American 
Sarsaparilla, briars. Cornels, Blad­ 
der Nut. Wahoo, W afer Ash, etc. 
Neglect to fortify the banks of our 
streams means an annual 
loss 
of 
many acres of valuable land, where­ 
as if they were planted with trees, 
they would not only be protected, but 
would arrow valuable timber.

The price of chickens, which hit 
the toboggan before the winter began 
to set in, has apparently hit the bot­ 
tom and is now on the up grade.

Mr. Lodge was elected by the senate, 
having a m argin of ten votes over 
Sherman I,. Whipple, his Democratic 
opponent, but he fell three short of a 
majority in the house. 
In the two 
bodies he received a total of 141 votes, 
which is just a m ajority of the 280 
members of the assembly. If he holds 
this vote today, and there is hardly 
any doubt about that, Mr. Lodge will 
be re-elected. 
Four votes w ere cast for Speaker 
W alker, to th at gentlem an’s displeas­ 
ure, and Congressman Butler Ames 
got six votes, this total of ten being in 
the house, the beet showing that th e 
Ames insurgents could make. 


HASN’T FORGIVEN 


P*r\9ima is Still the Object of Cotom- 
bia’s Vengeful W rath. 
Colon, Jan. 18.—The Panama gov­ 
ernm ent has sent an expedition to nip 
in the bud the uprising of the Indians 
on the San Blas coast. 
This revolt, 
which threatened at one time to as­ 
sum e serious proportions, is said to 
have been instigated by agents sent by 
the government of Colombia, which 
has never forgiven Panam a for break­ 
ing off from the parent country. 
The expedition landed a t the lela de 
Piwa, where the agitators had been 
making headquarters, and arrested 
them at once. 
Little if any punish­ 
m ent was meted out to the red men. 
who are regarded as having been tools. 
According to report from the San ©las 
coast, the agitators had been inducing 
the Indians to contribute money for 
the purchase of a gunboat to be used 
in attacking Golon. The/governm ent 
has its hands on Ramon Perex, said 
to have been a leader in the move­ 
ment. He is a Colombian.

Caught in Belt Shaft, Th** Man Lost 
Clothes, but Saved Bones. 
Columbus, Ind., Jan. 18.—When Wil­ 
liam Sweeney, an employe at the Tay­ 
lor flouring mill near Ogilville, started 
to put on a belt, a bystander suggest­ 
ed that he stop the engine to avoid 
danger. 
Sweeney turned to do so, 
when his clothing‘caught in the flying 
pulley. All the clothing was tora from 
his body with the exception of the 
wristband of his shirt. He fell to the 
floor In a faint when the engine was 
stopped, but an examination, showed 
that no bones were broken and that he 
was only slightly bruised. 


Strong Man Ousts Administration. 
Buenos Ayres, Jan. 18.—Official ad­ 
vices received here say Dr. Manuel 
Gondra and Juan B. Gaena, respective­ 
ly the president and vice president of 
Paraguay, have been forced to resign 
by Colonel Jara, the minister of war. 
Jara has assumed the presidency and 
formed a new cabinet. 
Manuel Gon­ 
dra was elected president of Paraguay 
last September. 
Juan B. Gaena, the 
rice president, was president of Para 
guay In 1904. 


Largest American Dead. 
Washington, Jan. 18.—It took eight 
men to handle the remains of John 
Turner, a Maryland giant, who died 
at the Washington asylum hospital. 
Turner, who was thirty-four years old, 
was probably the largest man In the 
United States. When he died he was 
seven feet ten inches tall and weighed 
more than 850 pounds.

Elect From Indiana, Made a B rie f 


Address to the 
Assembly, 
W h i c h 


Was Received W ith Enthusiasm. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 18.—The senate 
and the house of representatives of 
the Indiana general assembly, in joint 
session today at noon, canvassed the 
vote cast yesterday in the r e s p e c t i v e 
houses for John W . Kern and Albe: 
J. Beveridge, candidates for Unitea 
States senator, and declared John W. 
Kern elected, he having received 30 
votes in the senate and 60 in the 
house, a total of 90, while Beveridge 
had received 20 in the senate and 4C 
In the house, a total of 60, a strictly 
party vote in both cases. 
Mr. Kern was present and acknowl­ 
edged the high honor in a brief ad­ 
dress to the assembly, which was en­ 
thusiastically applauded. 
There were 
present in the chamber representa­ 
tives of political life from all parts of 
the state, and Mr. Kern was warmly 
congratulated on all sides. 
The Doings of the Assembly. 
Senator Stotsenburg’s joint resolu­ 
tion providing for the ratification of 
the proposed sixteenth amendment to 
the federal constittuion, giving con­ 
gress the power to levy an income tax. 
passed the senate on third reading by 
a vote of 48 to I. Senator Halleck of 
Rensselaer Is in a position to affirm 
that there were “forty-eight contrary 
‘cusses’ in the senate,” inasmuch as 
Halleck cast the only vote against 
ratifying the amendment. 
No objection was made by Halleck 
on the floor, but it is kno-wn that he is 
hostile to the amendment, believing 
th at It might interfere with the right 
of this state to pass an income tax 
salute, a method Halleck believes pref­ 
erable to a national action in the m at­ 
ter. 
A bill by Senator Stotsenburg pro­ 
viding that all prisoners now at the 
Indiana reformatory at Jeffersonville, 
who are serving life sentences, shall 
be transferred to the Indiana state 
prison at Michigan City, and all pris­ 
oners hereafter sentenced for life shall 
be sent to the state prison, was passed 
without a negative vote. At the time 
th e present prison and reformatory 
system was established, such was the 
intention, and it was provided that in 
convictions for m urder in the first and 
second degrees, and for treason, the 
prisoners should be incarcerated in 
the state prison. 
These were the of­ 
fenses carrying with them life im pris­ 
onment. 
Sine* that time, however, 
the legislature lias imposed life sen­ 
tences for three other crimes. 
The 
num ber of prisoners now at Jefferson­ 
ville serving life sentences is three. 
Senator Curtis’s bill providing that 
“struck” jurors shall receive $3 a day. 
was amended by th e committee on ju­ 
diciary A, so as to provide for $2 a 
day. 
In its amended form it was re­ 
ported favorably. 
“Struck” jurors at 
present receive 81 25 a day, and petit 
Jurors $2. The m easure In Its amend­ 
ed form, lf passed, would put “struck” 
Jurors on the basis with the ordinary 
petit jurors. 
Senator Lam ent’s bill 
prohibiting hypnotism or mesmerism 
in public places, and Senator Green- 
well’s cold storage bill were reported 
favorably by the committee on public 
health 
The State Defct Bill. 
The WH recommended by Governor 
M arshall providing for a tax levy to 
take care of $£00,000 off astate debt in 
ISI2 and 1913, and introduced by Rep­ 
resentative Cravens, was made the 
special order of business before the 
committee of the whole a t l l a. rn., .to­ 
morrow. 
Representative McGinnis has intro­ 
duced in the house a bill to undo what 
was done by both the Democrats and 
the Republicans in the session of 1909 
In their haste to pass over the veto of 
Governor Haniy the act which now 
gives the county clerks of the state a 
number of nice fat fees in addition to 
their salaries. 
If the McGinnis bill 
passes it will take from the clerks all 
fees they now receive and return them 
to the county treasury, where they 
were before the action of 1909. 
Th original act was passed by both 
houses in 1907, but was vetoed too late 
for a return on the veto before the 
general assembly adjourned. 
It was 
reported back shortly after the begin­ 
ning of the session in 1909, and passed 
in both the house, which was Demo­ 
cratic, and the senate, which was Re­ 
publican, with a whoop and a hurrah. 
McGinnis, however, spoke and voted 
against the bill. After its passage by 
both the house and the senate he in­ 
troduced a bill to repeal it, and his bill 
passed the house on a vote that was 
nearly partisan. 
When the measure 
reached the. senate, however, it failed 
of passage, and the vetoed act stood. 
The act of 1909 was virtually a re­ 
enactment of the fee act of 1895, with 
the exception that on the end was 
tacked the following proviso: 
“That all court allowances and all 
fees which by the provisionrn of this 
•ection are made payable out of the 
county treasury, shall be the property 
of and belong to the clerk.** 


James A. Farrell, the new' president 
of the steel trust, will take up his du­ 
ties on the retirem ent of President 
Corey the last of this month. His sal­ 
ary is $50,000 a year.

Prosecutor’s Office Is 
Not Collecting A|m: y 


In a 
way 
Prosecutor 
Ralph II. 
Spaugih is a standpatter, for he is 
standing pat on the proposition that 
so far as lie is concerned the great 
State of Indiana shall not be made a 
collecting agency for boarding house 
keepers, 
says the Columbus Repub­ 
lican. 
Heretofore there 
have bg^n 
many board bill cases filed in the lo­ 
cal 
courts 
and 
the 
court 
officials 
have 
been 
kept 
rather 
busy looking after such cases, but 
now Prosecutor Spaugh 
says 
this 
will be stopped~except in cases where 
positive evidence of fraud or an in­ 
tent to commit fraud. 
In a board bill case fraud or in­ 
tent to fraud must be proved else 
there is no case and even if the de­ 
fendants pleafd guilty to the charges 
and pay their fines and costs or day 
them out in jail the boarding house 
keepers may whistle for their money, 
for the defendants are not obliged 
to pay the board bills, if they elect 
not to do so and the complaintants 
have no further climinal recourse 
against the defendants. 
Thus it is 
obvious that there is nothing in it for 
a boarding house keeper who seeks to 
collect his bills through the courts 
and Prosecutor Spaugh holds that 
the State is no more required to col­ 
lect board bills than it is to collect 
any sort of bills.

Steps toward the collection of de­ 
linquent taxes in the State will be 
taken by the State board of tax com­ 
missioners, unless county treasurers 
get busy along that line, according 
to John \Y. McCardle, State tax com- 
missioner. 
The delinquent tax for 
1909, said the commissioner amounts 
to $1,462,197.45, or almost as much 
as the total State debt for all claims 
which is $1,510,163.12. 
“Information has 
come to this 
board,” said Mr. McCardle, VflliaJ 
men who hold public offices owe de­ 
linquent taxes, and that they draw 
their pay from the public treasury 
and boast about it. 
This is the fault 
of the county treasurer, and this 
board .is going to 
insist 
that the 
county auditor, the county commis­ 
sioners and the 
county 
treasurer 
shall perform their respective duties 
als the law provides. 
The records of 
the various offices will be investigat­ 
ed to see that the law is enforced.” 
The delinquent taxes for the years 
1907 and 1908, added to that for 
1909. make a total of more than $3,- 
000,000. says the tax commissioners. 
Treasurers and auditors have been 
lax in their efforts to collect the back 
taxes, and iii many instances, he be­ 
lieves, the taxes have been transferr­ 
ed to the “insolvent" or uncollectable 
record before the efforts provided by 
law have been made to collect the 
tax. 
The law denies the treasurer the 
right to have the uncollected taxes 
rest in that condition, unless the de­ 
mand. action by prosecutor and levy 
on property to satisfy judgment have 
first been made. 
Letters have been sent to the coun­ 
ty treasurers and county auditors of 
the State 
calling 
attention to the 
amount of the delinquent taxes and 
pointing out that, under the statute, 
the State board of tax commission­ 
er-.. must. as part of its duties, see 
that all t a x e s due to the State are 
collected, and must enforce any pen­ 
alties prescribed by any revenue law 
of the State for disobedience of any 
rf its provisions. 
The letter received by Treasurer 
McBride in part says: 


“ T h i s &tatee of affairs is alarming, 
particularly as to the honest taxpay­ 
er. 
We insist on your collecting this 
tax. 
The county auditor is prohibit­ 
ed from giving you credit with any 
uncollected and delinquent tax un­ 
less you shall show by proper re­ 
turns, verified bv oath, that you have 
fully complied with Section 21, acts 
1903, page 60. 
Every treasurer is 
liable on his official bond for all un­ 
collected 
delinquent 
tax, 
together 
with IO per cent penalty, unless he 
has fully complied with all the pro­ 
visions cf the above section in an a t­ 
tempt to collect. 
Boards of county 
commissioners are prohibited from 
allowing your salary or any install­ 
ment, or any part thereof, until they 
are fully satisfied tlia{ all laws re­ 
quiring the treasurer to collect de­ 
linquent taxes 
have been 
fully and 
strictly complied with. 


FOR STATE PENAL FARM. 
A bill providing for the establish­ 
ment of a State penal farm will be 
introduced in the 
legislature early 
next week. 
The provisions of the 
measure have been drafted by John 
L. Rape, a Richmond attorney, who 
is chairman of the Richmond 
Com­ 
mercial Club’s committee on penal 
farm legislation.
